What is a Student Union? 

... it is a building ... a centre for the student community ... a practical 
laboratory for citizenship. It will contain a cafeteria, reading rooms, student 
offices and space for social functions. 

Why Public Assistance? 

. . . every university in Canada, both provincial and privately endowed, is 
seeking funds from individuals . . . 90% of the union buildings in North America 
are built by public subscription. The government's commitments for university 
expansion are already very heavy. 

Students Pay a Large Share... 

. . . each student pays $4 a year while in attendance . . . through this levy and 
special' events, students have already contributed over $75,000.

. . . Alberta has nearly completed a $400,000 section to its union building . . . 
Manitoba has raised $500,000 of its $800,000 objective . . . British Columbia 
is adding to its present building.

. . . the continual fight against animal diseases by Dr. J. S. Fulton, especially 
encephalomyelitis . . . Professor W. G. Worcester's development of Saskatche¬ 
wan clay for commercial use . . . Dr: T. Thorvaldson's development of an 
alkali-resistant concrete for use on the prairies . . . Dr. John Mitchell's soil 
survey and tests on commercial fertilizer . . . Professor E. A. Hardy's research on 
farm machinery, tractor fuels and lubrication . . . extension services, especially 
those directed towards rural youth . . . seed stock in grains and animals from 
university farm.
